The last thing some people 
think of while on vacation is 
donating blood, said a 
representative for the Red 
Cross-in Granite City 

The next big drive in the 
area is set for 2 to 6 p.m. 
Aug. 24 at the Elks. Lodge, 
4801 Maryville Road 

Giving blood is a simple, 
safe procedure, which takes 
only 10 minutes for the 
actual donation. Sterilized 
needles are used only once 
then safely discarded 

Those afraid to give blood 
should go with someone who 
has given before, and inform

U.S. seeks execution in Ducanovic case 


Suspect accused of kidnapping, killing 11-year-old Bosnian refugee

Federal prosecutors plan to seek the 
death penalty for the kidnapping and _ 
murder of 11-year-old Selma Ducanovic 
of St. Louis. j 

Federal charges are pending against 
David R. Martin of St. Louis, who is 
accused of kidnapping the Bosnian 
refugee from her home in the middle of 
the night Aug. 2, taking her to the area 
around Horseshoe Lake in Granite City, 
and shooting her in the back of the head 
as she tried to escape 

‘Selma was last seen by her parents at 
11:30 p.m. on Aug. 1 but apparently was 
was-abducted at around 4 a.m. on Aug. 
2° Fishermen discovered her body.

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The Madison County State’s Attorney’s 
office has charged Martin with 
first-degree murder and aggravated 
kidnapping, but a representative for 
Edward L. Doud, U.S. Attorney for the 
Eastern District of Missouri, said the 
county office agreed to waive 
prosecution in favor of federal charges. 

Jan Diltz, a public affairs officer for 
the U.S. Attorney’s office, said federal 
charges will not be immediate 

“My best guess is that charges will be 
filed within a month, it takes a while,” 
she said. 

Unlike state charges, which can be 
issued either EAroue indictment by a 
grand jury, or in Illinois, by filing 
imformation from the state’s attorney’s 
office, federal prosecutors must go 


through grand jury process only 

“Jt takes a certain amount of time to 
put a case together, it could be four or 
five weeks,” she said 

She said that they are planning to seek 
the death penalty in this case 

That requires permission from U.S 
Attorney Janet Reno, Diltz said 

Martin is now in custody in Missouri 
on weapons charges. 

Authorities said Martin has reportedly 
told them he ‘‘accidentally’’ shot the girl 
as she tried to run away. He was 
previously arrested on charges of 
molesting other young Bosnian girls. 

‘Authorities found a suspected murder 
weapon in a pond near a subdivision in 
Spanish Lake in north St. Louis County, 
not far from Interstate 67.

Although plans are not finalized yet, 
Granite City School officials have several 


ideas for how to 
AE SRCERM appropriate the $3.7 
SCHOOLS million state construction 


grant announced last 
week. 

The state’s Capital Development Board 
awarded the school construction grant, which 
District 9 officials will use for construction of 
additions to a middle and two elementary 
schools and renovations to one middle school. 

Steve Balen, superintendent of the Granite 
City School District, presented the award to 
the Board of Education at the Aug. 11 
meeting. The board has yet to decide which 
schools will receive the state and locai 
matching funds. 

A large part of planning will be determined 
by population shift in the Granite City district 
area, which includes the Mitchell area, as 
well as Pontoon Beach. 

Balen said the Mitchell area is growing, but 
there is no new population development in the 
older sections of Granite City. 

*“One of the plans we devised in January 
was to add a 15-room addition to Grigsby 
Middle School and move the sixth grades’ out 
of all the elementary schools,’’ he said. 
Kindergarten through fifth grade would be at 
the elementary schools, and grades six to 
eight would be in both middle schools. 
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Board chalks up grant options

“That would free up an average of two to 
three classrooms at every one of the 
elementary buildings,”’ he said 

“This plan would add grades six, seven and 
eight to the middle school and also the 
elementary, but does it add enough space to 
the elementaries on the east end of town? 
That is the shortfall,’’ he said 

The second plan, Balen said, would be to 
change Grigsby from a middle school to an 
elementary school 

There are currently seven empty rooms at 
Coolidge Middle 

If no rooms are added to Grigsby, they 
could convert it to an elementary school but 
add eight rooms to Coolidge 

“*You now have Coolidge being one middle 
school. Grigsby is on the east end of town 
where you need an elementary,” Balen said 
“That- way you solve your growth problem at 
the elementary. You create fewer new 
building structures by adding eight rooms to 
Coolidge, and spend less money 

“The disadvantage to this plan is that you 
put about 1,100 kids at Coolidge, which would 
be a big middle school.’’* 

Balen added that another disadvantage of 
the second plan is that if Grigsby is changed 
to an elementary, it would mean redistricting 
a lot of children. 

The monetary grant for the district falls 
under the Itinois School Construction Law 
that went into effect the first of this year. It 
provides state grants to Illinois school 
districts for construction projects

Hulme would increase patrols, reduce detectives

Bob Hulme, who opposes 
Madison County Sheriff Bob 
Churchick in the November 
election, said Wednesday he 
would cut the number of 
Sheriff's Department 
detectives in half to bolster 
patrols in unincorporated 
areas. 

At a news conference at 
the Madison County 
Courthouse, Hulme, a 
former state trooper, 
criticized the sheriff's 
response time in the Patrol 
Division. 

““Poo many friends — too 
many county residents — 
have complained to me 
about the lack of attention to 
what can only be called 
basic police services,”’ said 
Hulme, R-Edwardsville- 

He said he has heard 
complaints from people who 
claim they never see a 
deputy on patrol where they 
live. He claimed others have 
complained that it takes 

| hours for a deputy to show 
up at a crime scene. 

| Churchich, a Democrat, 
said he doubts the accuracy 

of those reports, and in any

case, cutting back on 
detectives is not the answer 
to beefing up patrols 

“I think we have the 
appropriate number of 
detectives,” Churchich said 
He said when a big case 
breaks, his detectives 
already put in overtime 
hours, so it would serve no 
purpose to cut back on the 
number in the bureau 

“T think that’s a bad 
idea,”’ he said 

The sheriff said a recent 
grant from the COPS 
AHEAD program will 
bolster patrols with two 
additional deputies. 

‘*These officers ride in the 
areas where they are 
needed. They work with 
township supervisors to find 
out where the problems 
are,” Churchich said. 


Hulme said the sheriff has 
been shrugging off problems 
for too long. 

‘“These concerns are real, 
and the sheriff knows it. If 
fact, they are the same 
problems that he said he 
would fix 12 years ago. Well, 


we cannot wait any longer. I 
am determined to bring 
professional police 
leadership to the Sheriff's 
Office,’’ he said 


Hulme said he does not 
blame the deputies on the 
front lines for the problems 

‘In fact, the deputies I know 
want to do a good job. They 
want to be police 

officers. ... It is clearly the 
lack of leadership in the 
department that frustrates 
county law enforcement 
And this lack of leadership 
lies soundly on the sheriff's 
doorstep 

Hulme also criticized the 
sheriff for assigning a 
lieutenant to the Triad High 
School as a liaison officer 

““Triad High School pays 
for a deputy, a lieutenant no 
less, to be on duty at the 
school because it can take 
an hour or more for a 
deputy to respond to their 

calls,” he said 


But Churchich said that 
deputy was specially trained 
for the job, and it would not

Fec al law did 
not allow credit unions to 
expand by accepting members 
from other companies 
Rep. Jerry Costello 
cosponsored the bill in April to 
overturn that ruling, and Rep. 
John Shimkus helped it pass 
the House 
Sens. Carol Mosley-Braun 
and Dick Durbin supported it 
in the Senate. 

Credit unions are the most 
community-based financial 
institutions in America, 
Costello said in a prepared 
statement, in that they are 
geared toward small, 
family-oriented transactions 
and provide essential, low-cost 
service to millions. 

Granite City Steel and 
Community Federal Credit 
Union, despite being a 
federal-chartered credit union, 
were unaffected by the high 
court’s ruling. The credit union 
had opened its membership to 
anyone in the Granite City 
community, rather than 
employees from just the steel 
mill.
